September 21%t, 2021

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, September 21%t, 2021 with Chairman Tom Broeker, Vice-Chair Jim Cary and Member Shane
McCampbell present. This meeting was also held electronically via Webex and YouTube live streaming. Public
input was available through board email or call in.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson gave an update for the City/School and City
of Burlington Primary Elections. County Attorney Lisa Schaefer stated her office is busy. IT Director Colin Gerst
stated his office is busy. Sheriff Kevin Glendening stated everything is going well. Land Use Administrator Zach
James reported the 1%t reading for the Floodplain Ordinance update will be held next week. SEIRPC is still working
on the Subdivision and Zoning Ordinance updates and the Airport Approach Ordinance. Public Health
Administrator Christa Poggemiller reported her office is busy and the current 7-day COVID positivity rate is 15%
with 214 cases. The County has a 54.3% vaccination rate for 18 and older and 51.4% vaccination rate for 12 and
older. The Health Department will be hosting several drive-thru vaccination clinics at SCC. On Friday, October 1t a
clinic will be held from 12pm to 6pm. A Board of Health meeting was held last week, and they discussed the current
COVID cases, progress of a Health building and changes to the electronic medical records program for the home
health department. They will be changing providers for this program. Maintenance Supervisor Rodney Bliesener
reported the new jail generator has been switched over. County Recorder Natalie Steffener reported her office is
busy. Conservation Director Chris Lee reported he attended the lowa County Conservation Fall Conference last
week. County Engineer Brian Carter reported the Flint Bottom Road project is making progress. They may be
pouring concrete soon. The Geode Road and Pleasant Grove Road projects have not started yet. Crews are still
pinching gravel roads. County Treasurer Janelle Nalley-Londquist stated her office is busy and September 301" is the
last day to pay the first half of the property taxes. Any taxes not paid will start accruing interest on October 1% Jail
Administrator Doug Ervine reported the jail population is 79 with 8 out of county. Safety Director Angela Vaughan
stated her office is busy. CDS Director Ken Hyndman reported his office is busy.

Accounts Payable in the amount of $629,375.75 was presented. Cary motioned to approve and seconded
by McCampbell.

Payroll Reimbursement Claims in the amount of $745.75 was presented. McCampbell motioned to approve
and seconded by Cary.

Contract for 2351 Street grading Project Number L-P219GRADING—73-29 was presented. County
Engineer Brian Carter stated this is for the dirt road upgrade per county policy. Carter stated the policy will be
upgraded at a later date after actually going thru the whole process. The project cost is $40,688.10 which is higher
than estimated. The landowner that requested and petitioned for the upgrade will pay 25% of the project cost. Carter
recommended approving the contract. Cary motioned to approve and seconded by McCampbell.

A Real Estate Tax Suspension Request was received pursuant to lowa Code 427.9 and per a letter from the
Department of Human Services. Cary motioned to approve and seconded by McCampbell.

Appointment to Civil Service Commission. Jonah Grier was appointed to a 6-year term to replace Duane
Worthy, who had resigned after his term expired, as the Des Moines County Board of Supervisors appointment.
McCampbell motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

Resolution 2021-042 for Support and Matching Funds for the Great River Housing Trust Fund for FY2023
was presented. The amount requested increased from $10,000 to $12,500 for the first time in many years. Zach
James, SEIRPC spoke about the trust fund. McCampbell motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

WHEREAS the Des Moines County Board of Supervisors approved and adopted a resolution approving the Final
Plat for the John & Lillian Roth Estate Subdivision on December 5, 2006, and

WHEREAS the approval of this subdivision plat included a condition that, “Article V, Section 2.7 of the
Subdivision Ordinance be waived. However, any future development of the property for residential, commercial or
industrial purposes requires conformance to roadway improvement standards”, and

WHEREAS Lots 1, 4, and 5 of the John & Lillian Roth Estate Subdivision were subsequently developed for single-
family residential dwellings, but the existing shared driveway serving Lots 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 was never upgraded to
comply with the standards of Article V, Section 2.7 of the Subdivision Ordinance, and

WHEREAS the lack of compliance was discovered by County staff in 2019, after Zoning Permits had been issued
for Lots 4 and 5, and the homes had each been fully constructed and occupied, and

WHEREAS the Board of Supervisors intends to ensure that no further home construction in this subdivision is
undertaken until the shared driveway is upgraded to the minimum standards of the Subdivision Ordinance,



NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That the Board of Supervisors hereby reaffirms the resolution
approved on December 5, 2006, with the stipulation that no Zoning Permits shall be issued for Lots 6, 7, or 8 of the
John & Lillian Roth Estate Subdivision, until the shared driveway is upgraded to the minimum standards of the Des
Moines County Subdivision Ordinance.
